WASHINGTON - The man 
who has stepped into the late 
Howard Hughes' shoes is brash, 
brawling attorney Chester C. 
Davis. 
Federal authorities believe 
that the 66-year-old Davis may 
have been secretly calling the 
shots for the eccentric billionaire 
long before Hughes died last 
April. Davis is a director and 
general counsel for the giant 
Summa Corp., which controls 
most of Hughes' assets. 
Mexican investigators have 
established that Hughes was not 
mentally competent during most 
of his stay in that country. He 
died a penthouse hermit, ens­ 
conced in Acapulco's fashiona­ 
ble Princess Hotel. 
Dr. Victor Montemayor, who 
was called in to administer to 
the wealthy recluse, found him 
emaciated, dehydrated and 
afflicted with bed sores and a 
bleeding tumor. Concluded the 
physician: “The patient had been 
seriously neglected.” 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon, impressed with the 
mounting evidence that Hughes 
may have been incompetent 
during his final years, has or­ 
dered an investigation by the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service. Simon 
wants to protect the govern­ 
ments share of the Hughes for­ 
tune. 
If Hughes wasn't in control of

his affairs, Simon wants to know, 
why wasn't a guardian ap­ 
pointed? Who was in control? 
So far, the clues point to 
Chester Davis. Over the past 
several years, our sources say, 
the Hughes organization has lost 
the stamp of its sole stockholder 
and has slowly assumed the 
feisty Chester Davis personality. 
For instance, Hughes shunned 
publicity, covered up scandals 
and never permitted controversy 
to explode onto the front pages. If 
he had a dispute with subordi­ 
nates, he simply bought them off. 
It would have been totally con­ 
trary' to the Hughes personality 
to engage in a public power 
struggle with aide Robert 
Maheu, who supervised Hughes' 
Las Vegas dominion. Yet Maheu 
was fired, and the scandal hit the 
headlines. 
The way the fracas was 
handled, our sources suggest, in­ 
dicates it was the result of 
Chester Davis' bulldozer men­ 
tality. Howard Hughes, they 
claim, simply wouldn’t have 
acted like that 
Now there is evidence that 
Davis is personally mastermind­ 
ing a clever scheme designed to 
keep the Hughes empire from 
being carved up by courts in 
several states where the 
billionaire had holdings. 
The Summa Corp. has asked a 
Delaware court to appoint 


Hughes' cousin William Lummis 
as the firm 's new sole 
stockholder. Since Summa was 
incorporated in Delaware, the 
courts there may have jurisdic­ 
tion over all other state courts. 
Thus, the other claims to the 
Hughes estate could be short- 
circuited. 
Davis and Lummis, a govern­ 
ment affidavit reveals, have a 
dose, confidential relationship. 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commission document discloses 
that Lummis' own attorney 
would not answer for his client 
without discussing “the matter 
with Chester Davis.” 
Footnote: We attempted to 
reach Davis for his side of the 
story, but he did not return our 
call. 
Washington Whirl: Some of 
Alex Armendaris' buddies gave 
him a testimonial dinner this 
month in Dallas. The happy oc­ 
casion may turn out to be the 
last hurrah for the beleaguered 
boss of the Office of Minority 
Business Enterprise (OMBE). 
For the Justice Dept, is 
reviewing allegations that Ar­ 
mendaris accepted gratuities 
from federal contractors and 
mismanaged the taxpayers' 
money. 
We detailed Armendaris' mis­ 
conduct in a series of columns 
last fall.

Lure to Labor: Informed Source 
says Ford Has Decided To Run 
With Nelson Rockefeller 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. - Cer­ 
tainly everything really is up to 
date in Kansas City. The small 
police force and special security 
units plan to string barbed wire 
around Kemper Arena, where 
the Republican national con­ 
vention leaders expect to be 
besieged by Maoist alleged 
veterans of the Vietnam war, 
Yippies and terrorist bands, as 
well as militant blacks. 
This is little enough compared 
to the 135,000 demonstrators the 
New York police expect will 
attem pt 
to 
surround 
the 
Democrats earlier in Madison 
Square Garden. But inside the 
Kemper Arena here beginning 
Aug. 16 will be the officials of the 
incumbent party, logically in­ 
cluding the President of the U.S. 
and a Vice President who says 
he’s going as a rank- and- file 
delegate. 
I flew here after a day or so in 
the Howard Johnson Motor 
Lodge in Springfield, Mo., where 
I bedded down just as the 
federal men were removing the 
last of the futuristic com­ 
munication 
equipment 
from 
Jerry Ford’s suite. Mr. Ford’s 
loss to Ronald Reagan’s forces 
in 
that motel 
and mini­ 
auditorium, where the Missouri 
Republicans had gathered over 
the 
weekend, 
is eloquently 
described by the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat as “the Springfield 
Massacre.” 
But 
among 
the 
few 
professionals 
who 
now are 
shuttling between Washington 
and the arrangements people 
here, the query, as it was in 
Springfield, always is, “What of 
the Rock?” Meaning, what’s 
Vice 
President 
Rockefeller 
going to do? 
A more critical question is 
what’s President Fond going to 
do with Nelson Rockefeller? 
From 
one 
of 
the 
most 
knowledgeable sources inside 
the Republican party, the word 
is that “while guessing games 
are futile, the odds now are that 
Ford will pick Nelson as his 
second man again once the 
President is finished running for 
delegates. That is if he edges 
Ronnie out for the nomination.” 
Thus: a full Ford- Rockefeller 
ticket for a full four- year term. 
Perhaps eight years if suc­ 
cessful. That would age both 
m ea But Rockefeller’s still 
most 
politically 
powerful 
potential ally, the AFL-CIO’s 
president George Meany, will be 
82 in August. Rockefeller’s been 
dropping in on Meany recently. 
So goes the reasoning in 
rarefied White House circles -• 
as I gathered it from them and 
an especially well informed 
source I encountered in these 
travels. 
There’s nothing intricate in 
Jerry Ford’s reasoning ac­ 
cording to my source. He 
selected Rockefeller as his 
personal Vice President. If he 


dumps him now, the story goes, 
wouldn’t he (Ford) be rejecting 
himself? If the ex- New York 
governor was good enough to be 
his stand-in, ready to replace 
him as President of the U.S., 
why then isn’t he good enough to 
run with in 1976? 
(Few take seriously the Vice 
President’s count-me- out letter 
written 
to Mr. Ford last 
November.) 
This is a tough one to answer -- 
especially since in this century 
two 
Presidents 
were 
assassinated, two died in office, 
one resigned, three were shot at, 
and one came to within a few 
weak heartbeats of dying in 
office. 
Also vital in this discussion is 
the fact that the pragmatic labor 
leaders 
today 
haven’t 
overlooked this count of nine out 
of 14 Presidents. There isn’t the 
slightest doubt that the labor 
movement would choose Nelson 
Rockefeller for President if they 
had a chance. They would take 
him 100 light- years faster than a 
combination of Hubert Hum­ 
phrey, 
Scoop Jackson 
and 
Jimmy Carter. 
Insiders know that Nelson 
Rockefeller, despite his family 
fortune, is labor’s man. 
And not just a bosom friend of 
only the sprawling 10,000 - local 
Building 
and Construction 
Trades unions, but the arms- 
around- the - shoulders buddy of 
New York teamsters, sanitation 
men and even the left- wing 
hospital workers, just to men­ 
tion a few. 
And insiders know that Rocky 
is eager for the vice presidency. 
Sure, one of his intimates told 
me, “Rocky doesn’t want to get 
into it as the lightning rod and 
create divisiveness in the party. 
The job now doesn’t contain a 
great deal of substance. But if 
the right circumstances existed, 
there coul be a change of heart. 
Especially if he could get 
greater control over his ac­ 
tivities and policies in the vice- 
presidential office.” 
Though Rockefeller has been 
feuding with many Ford staf­ 
fers, the Vice President has had 
long talks with his chief. There 
appears to be agreement deep 
inside the Oval Office - between 
the two men, that is. 
Rockefeller as a vice - 
presidential nominee could ease 
the pounding the labor leaders 
expect to give Mr. Ford. 
Rockefeller’s people say that 
labor’s disenchantment with 
Carter could give the Vice 
President a chance to develop 
an unofficial liaison with many 
union chiefs. Mr. Ford knows he 
can’t win many of Ronnie 
Reagan’s 
conservative 
sup­ 
porters. So the thinking is, why 
not run with Rocky and weaken 
Carter and pick up some union 
support at the same time? 
Much will depend on Carter’s 
second- place selection. The 
Republicans can wait. As one 
White House chap said, “That's 
the only luxury we have these 
days.”

Among the first reports to come in was one from the 
Down Chemical Company. Last year,this firm decided to 
build a new petrochemical plant. To date, not a single 
board, nail, concrete block or any kind of construction is 
in place But, already, it has cost Dow over $1.3 million to 
fill out government forms to over 60 different govern­ 
ment regulatory agencies. 
General Motors reports that their NAM- 
requested 
survey reveals that no less than 23,000 — that’s twenty- 
three thousand — people on their payroll are working 
full-time just to fill out hundreds of thousands of 
government forms. The cost to you? According to the 
initial figures, over $200 for every automobile that you 
buy. 
Senator Paul Fannin of Arizona, in a recent speech in 
the Senate, cited estimates all the way up to $130 billion a 
year in direct and indirect costs to American consumers, 
brought about by “regulatory overkill.” And every 
penny (and dollar) of it is added to the cost of things you 
buy. 
So, the next time you pay your taxes, remember — that 
is only part of the cost to you for big government. You 
pay a lot more every time you buy a product or service.

I The purposes and goals of 
Missouri Cancer Programs were 
putlined by Dr. George E. Thoma. 
president of the M CP Board of 
frustees, and Dr. John W. Yarbro, 
Of Colum bia. M C P executive 
director. Dr. Thoma is vice presi­ 
dent of St. Louis University for its 
M edical Center. Dr. Yarbro is 
Chairman of the Department of 
Oncology at the University of 
M isso u ri- C olu m b ia M e d ica l 
School. 
Initial work began this spring 
tinder a $637,979 grant from the

Court strikes down new 
extension of overtime law

DON’T BE MISLEAD 
Yes, proposed changes in constitution 
would affect term of Incumbant Judge. 


In this paper there appeared an ad which stated that the proposed constitutional change known 
as the Court Reform Act (S.J.R. 24) would not affect the term of my opponent in the contest 
for Circuit Judge. 
This is a mis statement of fact, and now that this issue has been raised, I must answer. The Best 
way is to quote relevant sections of this Act and let you consider the question. I will quote the 
specific passages in the Act which affect our Circuit, the complete texts of which are below. 
SECTION 26, Subsection 1, Page 16. 
“All Judgos..shall retire at the age of Seventy (70) years,” There are only two exceptions 
to the above statement. They are found in Section 24, page 26, 
"Judges..who, on the 
effective date of the Article or within six months thereafter, are seventy (70) years of age or older, 
may petition the Commission..to continue to serve until age Seventy-six (76) if ho has not com- 
plotod a total of twolvo years of service as a Judge” and, "Judges..who are in office on 
the effective date of this Article, may, within six (6) months before attaining the age of seventy 
(70) years, Petition the Commission..to be allowed to serve after he has attained that age until 
age Seventy six (76), or has completed a total of twelve years of service as a Judge, 
whichever shall first occur.” 
The Act then goes on to explain that such a Judge, when exempted by the Commission may 
complete an elected term. This gives him one more chance to complete 12 years. 


It doesn’t take a lawyer or Judge to understand this language. The intent is clear. On the effective 
date of this Article, January 2, 1979, Judges seventy (70) years or older will have to retire unless 
they do not have the 12 years of service necessary to qualify for the Judicial Retirement Plan. My 
opponent will be Seventy (70) years old February 10, 1977 (next year). He is eligible to retire on 
about $16,000.00 per year at any time he desires because he has more than the necessary 12 
years and qualifies for the maximum Judicial retirement now. 


The term for Circuit Judge is six (6) years and if for any reason, law, health or otherwise, a 
Judge cannot serve the full six years term, another person will be appointed by the Governor to 
complete the term. There are those among us who would like to have that appointment and there 
are also those among us who would like to have a say in who that appointee will be. The last time 
you were given a choice of Judges in the Democratic Primary was in 1940. Since then, our Judges 
in this Circuit have been appointed. That means that unless you are 57 years old, you have never 
had the opportunity to choose a judge, they have been chosen for you. 


Judges should be elected by the people as the law provides, not appointed.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A di­ 
vided Supreme Court today 
struck down a two-year federal 
law extending overtime and 
other provisions of the Fair La­ 
bor Standards Act to an esti­ 
mated 3.4 million state and lo­ 
cal government employes. 
In a 5 to 4 decision, the court 
said the power of Congress to 
regulate interstate commerce 
does not authorize it "to force 
directly upon the states its 
choices as to how essential de­ 
cisions regarding the conduct of 
integral governmental functions 
are to be made.” 
Cities and states had argued 
that the act would cost them 
$275.5 million a year in over­ 
time for police and firemen 
alone. Increased costs of all 
kinds for state and local gov­ 
ernment employes were esti­ 
mated at more than $1 billion. 
The government disputed the 
estimates, saying over-all wage 
costs would be increased by 
less than two per cent. 


Laws and regulations extend­ 
ing the act to nonsupervisory 
state and local government em­ 
ployes, those covered by to­ 
day’s ruling, have been held in 
abeyance pending the court 
challenge.

J. Brennan Jr., Byron R. White 
and Thurgood Marshall said 
their colleagues’ reasoning was 
"a transparent cover for in­ 
validating a 
congressional 
judgement with which they dis­ 
agree.”

The FBI agents were given 
the instructions about their law­ 
yers in a teletyped message 
from FBI headquarters last 
Friday, according to Jack B. 
Solerwitz, an attorney repre­ 
senting some of the FBI men. 
The restriction suggests that 
the Justice Department probe 
involves break-ins which the 
FBI considered sensitive na­ 
tional security matters. 
"My clients have been told 
they are the targets of an in­ 
vestigation of surreptitious en­ 
tries,” Solerwitz said in an in­ 


terview Wednesday. 
He declined to say how many 
of the agents he represents or 
to identify them. But some are 
assigned to the FBI’s New 
York office, he said. 
Solerwitz said department in­ 
vestigators telephoned the FBI 
men at their homes during the 
weekend of June 12 to inform 
them they were under investi­ 
gation and that they would be 
advised of their right to keep 
silent and to retain an attorney. 
A teletyped message from 
FBI headquarters June 16 ad­ 
vised the agents to hire private 
lawyers, Solerwitz said.

Solerwitz said he has con­ 
cluded from conversations with 
the chief prosecutor that the in­ 
vestigation will reach into the 
supervisory ranks of the FBI.

It could not be determined

Court strikes down new 
extension of overtime law 


DON’T BE MISLEAD 


Yes, proposed changes in constitution 
would affect term of Incumbant Judge. 


In this paper there appeared an ad which stated that the proposed constitutional change known 
as the Court Reform Act (S.J.R. 24) would not affect the term of my opponent in the contest 
for Circuit Judge, 
This is a mis-statement of fact, and now that this issue has been raised, I must answer. The Best 
way is to quote relevant sections of this Act and let you consider the question. I will quote the 
specific passages in the Act which affect our Circuit, the complete texts of which are below. 
SECTION 26, Subsection 1, Page 16. 
“All Judges..shall retire at the age of Seventy (70) years“ There are only two exceptions 
to the above statement. They are found in Section 24, page 26, 
"Judges, who, on the 
effective date of the Article or within six months thereafter, are seventy (70) years of age or older, 
may petition the Com m ission .to continue to seive until age Seventy-six (76) if he has not com­ 
pleted a total of twelve years of service as a Judge“ and, "Judges..who are in office on 
the effective date of this Article, may. within six (6) m onths before attaining the age of seventy 
(70) years, Petition the Commission..to be allowed to serve after he has attained that age until 
age Seventy-six (76), or has completed a total of twelve years of service as a Judge, 
whichever shall first occur.“ 
The Act then goes on to explain that such a Judge, when exempted by the Com m ission may 
complete an elected term. This gives him one more chance to complete 12 years. 


It doesn't take a lawyer or Judge to understand this language. The intent is clear. On the effective 
date of this Article, January 2, 1979, Judges seventy (70) years or older will have to retire unless 
they do not have the 12 years of service necessary to qualify for the Judicial Retirement Plan. My 
opponent will be Seventy (70) years old February 10, 1977 (next year). He is eligible to retire on 
about $16,000.00 per year at any time he desires because he has more than the necessary 12 
years and qualifies for the m axim um Judicial retirement now. 


The term for Circuit Judge is six (6) years and if for any reason, law, health or otherwise, a 
Judge cannot serve the full six years term, another person will be appointed by the Governor to 
complete the term. There are those among us who would like to have that appointment and there 
are also those among us who would like to have a say in who that appointee will be. The last time 
you were given a choice of Judges in the Democratic Primary was in 1940. Since then, our Judges 
in this Circuit have been appointed. That means that unless you are 57 years old, you have never 
had the opportunity to choose a judge, they have been chosen for you.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A di­ 
vided Supreme Court today 
struck down a two-year federal 
law extending overtime and 
other provisions of the Fair La­ 
bor Standards Act to an esti­ 
mated 3.4 million state and lo­ 
cal government employes. 
In a 5 to 4 decision, the court 
said the power of Congress to 
regulate interstate commerce 
does not authorize it “to force 
directly upon the states its 
choices as to how essential de­ 
cisions regarding the conduct of 
integral governmental functions 
are to be made.” 
Cities and states had argued 
that the act would cost them 
$275.5 million a year in over­ 
time for police and firemen 
alone. Increased costs of all 
kinds for state and local gov­ 
ernment employes were esti­ 
mated at more than $1 billion. 
The government disputed the 
estimates, saying over all wage 
costs would be increased by 
less than two per cent. 


Laws and regulations extend­ 
ing the act to nonsupervisory 
state and local government em­ 
ployes, those covered by to­ 
day’s ruling, have been held in 
abeyance pending the court 
challenge. 
Dissenting Justices William 
J. Brennan Jr., Byron R. White 
and Thurgood Marshall said 
their colleagues’ reasoning was 
“a transparent cover for in­ 
validating 
a 
congressional 
judgement with which they dis­ 
agree.” Justice John Paul Ste­ 
vens dissented in a separate 
opinion. 
In the majority opinion by 
Justice William H. Rehnquist, 
the court also overruled its own 
1968 decision upholding a 1966 
extension of the act to an esti­ 
mated 2.9 million employes of 
state-owned hospitals and non­ 
teaching 
employes of state- 
owned schools. 
In the 1968 ruling, the court 
said the institutions were suf­ 
ficiently engaged in interstate 


commerce to make them sub­ 
ject to the federal act. 
Rehnquist said there were 
“undoubtedly 
factual 
dis­ 
tinctions” between the school 
and hospital employes ai'd the 
nonsupervisory workers cov­ 
ered by the 1974 extension. But 
he said the court did not be­ 
lieve the reasoning of its 1968 
decision “may any longer be 
regarded as authoritative. 
“We have reaffirmed today 
that the states as states stand 
on quite a different footing than 
an individual or a corporation 
when challenging the exercise 
of Congress’ power to regulate 
commerce,” Rehnquist added.

FBI agents are warned 
not to confer with lawyers

WASHINGTON (AP) — FBI 
agents under investigation for 
allegedly committing burglaries 
have been ordered not to talk 
to their lawyers about their 
case until 
the lawyers are 
cleared to receive secret gov­ 
ernment information. 


Department 
sources 
have 
confirmed that the civil rights 
division is investigating at least 
20 FBI agents involved in in­ 
telligence-gathering burglaries 
during the past five years. The 
probe involves possible illegal 
violations of the civil rights of 
American citizens. 


The FBI agents were given 
the instructions about their law­ 
yers in a teletyped message 
from FBI headquarters last 
Friday, according to Jack B. 
Solerwitz, an attorney repre­ 
senting some of the FBI men. 
The restriction suggests that 
the Justice Department probe 
involves break-ins which the 
FBI considered sensitive na­ 
tional security matters. 
“ My clients have been told 
they are the targets of an in­ 
vestigation of surreptitious en­ 
tries," Solerwitz said in an in­ 


terview Wednesday. 
He declined to say how many 
of the agents he represents or 
to identify them. But some are 
assigned to the FBI’s New 
York office, he said. 
Solerwitz said department in­ 
vestigators telephoned the FBI 
men at their homes during the 
weekend of June 12 to inform 
them they were under investi­ 
gation and that they would be 
advised of their right to keep 
silent and to retain an attorney 
A teletyped message from 
FBI headquarters June 16 ad­ 
vised the agents to hire private 
lawyers, Solerwitz said. 
“The Justice Department has 
made it clear to these agents 
that they will not be provided 
counsel” by the government, he 
said. Under current policy, the 
department refuses to provide 
lawyers to defend employes in 
criminal investigations. 
Solerwitz is representing the 
agents for free in his capacity 
as attorney for the Federal 
Criminal Investigators Associ­ 
ation. 
The FBI message June 18 in­ 
structed the agents not to dis­ 
close details of the case until 


their attorneys 
get security 
clearances. Solerwitz said he 
doesn’t know how long it will 
take to get the clearance. Such 
clearances normally are proc­ 
essed through the FBI and the 
department. 


Solerwitz said he has con­ 
cluded from conversations with 
the chief prosecutor that the in­ 
vestigation will reach into the 
supervisory ranks of the FBI. 
“ I have no doubt their inves­ 
tigation would not terminate 
with these agents,” he said. 
“Any prosecutor would go high­ 
er.” 
It could not be determined 
which or how many organ­ 
izations 
or 
individuals 
may 
have been burglarized by the 
FBI during the past years. 
The five-year period is sig­ 
nificant because the statute of 
limitations 
precludes 
federal 
prosecutions for civil rights of­ 
fenses more than five years 
old. 
The disclosure that break-ins 
were conducted since 1971 con­ 
tradicts the FBI’s insistence 
that burglaries against domes­ 
tic targets ended in 1966.

WARSAW— If you think Henry Kissinger gets 
around, ask the next paddlefish you meet where 
HE’s been. 
Department of Conservation biologists are 
finding that paddlefish are piscatorial travellers 
of some distinction. Recently, BUI Alderman, a 
fisherman from Jennings, landed a tagged 
paddlefish and returned the tag to Department 
fisheries personnel. 
The fish had been tagged May 14, 1960 at 
Osceola and was caught April 2, 1976, near 
Warsaw. “That’s about 60 river mUes down­ 
stream,’’ says Kim Graham, research biologist 
with the Department. 
“But the important thing is how many times 
the fish had made that trip. We’re finding that 
paddlefish are extremely mobUe and quickly 
respond to rising water levels. The use of sonic 
transmitters implanted inside the fishes’ body 
cavities has given us the opportunity to virtuaUy 
trace each movement they make.” 
Early in the spring before spawning occurs 
there is considerable random movement in the 
Warsaw area. Paddlefish frequently move up­ 
stream for several days, then move back toward 
Lake of the Ozarks. This random movement wUl 
continue until there is a substantial rise in the 
Osage River. It is then that the fish begin a steady 
upstream movement toward spawning bars, 
some 50 miles upstream near Osceola. When 
water levels and water temperatures are right, 
paddlefish quickly move to the spawning bars. 
They are equally sensitive to falling water and 
quickly move downstream when water levels 
begin to recede. 
Sonic tagged paddlefish are checked daUy to 
measure their progress. They are capable of 
moving more than 20 miles in less than 24 hours. 
If the sonic tagged paddlefish outguesses the 
person trying to find her and moves the opposite 
direction, that person may have to travel nearly 
50 miles before locating the fish. Average daUy 
movement of sonic tagged paddlefish ranged 
from about three to seven miles, however, they 
commonly move 10 to 15 miles in one day. 
“During the paddlefish spawning season,” 


Graham says, “Tom Russell and I virtually live 
on the Osage. One day, I got in the boat at 8:30 
a.m. and I gassed up twice, but didn’t leave the 
boat otherwise until dark. I figured I covered 
about 175 water miles. 
“Two or three days of that and a guy is ready 
for the rest home.” 


Graham and fellow biologist Tom Russell are 
working on a crash study of paddlefish, trying to 
find ways of saving an important fishery before 
Truman Dam is closed next year. 
The fish spawn in the Osage River which will 
be innundated by the Dam. The Osage has the 
largest population of paddlefish in the free world 
(only a river in Red China has anything like it), 
and as many as 20,000 anglers go after paddlefish 
each spring.

Department of Conservation biologists are 
finding that paddlefish are piscatorial travellers 
of some distinction. Recently, Bill Alderman, a 
fisherman from Jennings, landed a tagged 
paddlefish and returned the tag to Department 
fisheries personnel. 
The fish had been tagged May 14, 1960 at 
Osceola and was caught April 2, 1976, near 
Warsaw. “That’s about 60 river miles down­ 
stream,” says Kim Graham, research biologist 
with the Department. 
“But the important thing is how many times 
the fish had made that trip. We’re finding that 
paddlefish are extremely mobile and quickly 
respond to rising water levels. The use of sonic 
transmitters implanted inside the fishes’ body 
cavities has given us the opportunity to virtually 
trace each movement they make.” 
Early in the spring before spawning occurs 
there is considerable random movement in the 
Warsaw area. Paddlefish frequently move up­ 
stream for several days, then move back toward 
Lake of the Ozarks. This random movement will 
continue until there is a substantial rise in the 
Osage River. It is then that the fish begin a steady 
upstream movement toward spawning bars, 
some 50 miles upstream near Osceola. When 
water levels and water temperatures are right, 
paddlefish quickly move to the spawning bars. 
They are equally sensitive to falling water and 
quickly move downstream when water levels 
begin to recede. 
Sonic tagged paddlefish are checked daily to 
measure their progress. They are capable of 
moving more than 20 miles in less than 24 hours. 
If the sonic tagged paddlefish outguesses the 
person trying to find her and moves the opposite 
direction, that person may have to travel nearly 
50 miles before locating the fish. Average daily 
movement of sonic tagged paddlefish ranged 
from about three to seven miles, however, they 
commonly move 10 to 15 miles in one day.

Stomach can’t

D E A R DR. LAMB - 
Because of an ulcer I had part 
of my stomach removed 15 
years ago at age 60.1 was told 
years afterw ard that my 
stomach could not absorb 
vitamin B-12 and that I should 
have an injection once a 
month which I have been do­ 
ing. At first they seemed to 
improve my well being but 
now it seems to make little 
difference. Is it possible that I 
am now able to absorb B-12 
from food and vitamins? Am I 
taking too much or too little in 
your opinion? I’m fairly ac­ 
tive for my age, do not smoke 
and take alcoholic drinks 
rarely. 
DEAR READER - Inabili­ 
ty to absorb vitamin B-12 
resulting in pernicious anemia 
is a common complication of 
removal of a major portion of 
the stomach. Why? Because 
the stomach forms a sub­ 
stance called intrinsic factor 
that combines with the B-12 to 
enable it to be absorbed. One 
cause of pernicious anemia is 
the loss of the stomach’s abili­ 
ty to form intrinsic factor. 
This is frequently accom­ 
panied with a decrease or 
absence of the formation of 
normal stomach acid. 
After surgery the stomach 
may gradually increase in size 
again and there is a certain 
amount of regeneration. What 
happens depends a lot on how 
much of the stomach was ac­ 
tually removed.

DEAR DR. LAMB - Can 
anything be done about a per­ 
son who snores?

Because of an ulcer I had part 
of my stomach removed 15 
years ago at age 60. I was told 
years afterward that my 
stomach could not absorb 
vitamin B-12 and that I should 
have an injection once a 
month which I have been do­ 
ing At first they seemed to 
improve my well being but 
now it seems to make little 
difference. Is it possible that I 
am now able to absorb B-12 
from food and vitamins? Am I 
taking too much or too little in 
your opinion? I'm fairly ac­ 
tive for my age. do not smoke 
and take alcoholic drinks 
rarely. 
DEAR R E A D E R - Inabili­ 
ty to absorb vitamin B-12 
resulting in pernicious anemia 
is a common complication of 
removal of a major portion of 
the stomach Why? Because 
the stomach forms a sub­ 
stance called intrinsic factor 
that combines with the B-12 to 
enable it to be absorbed One 
cause of pernicious anemia is 
the loss of the stomach's abili­ 
ty to form intrinsic factor 
This is frequently accom­ 
panied with a decrease or 
absence of the formation of 
normal stomach acid 
After surgery the stomach 
may gradually increase in size 
again and there is a certain 
amount of regeneration What 
happens depends a lot on how- 
much of the stomach was ac­ 
tually removed It is possible 
that you 
no longer need to 
take vitamin B-12 shots but 
the only way to find out is to 
let your doctor test you 
I would not recommend 
stopping taking B-12 unless 
your doctor tells you it would

The reason you need to have 
the injections is that they get 


the B-12 directly into your 
body When the stomach fails 
to produce intrinsic factor and

lost 


D EAR DR. LAM B - Can 
anything be done about a per­ 
son who snores? My husband 
has, I believe, about the 
loudest snore possible

only way I have found to stop 
it is to have him lie on his side 
and close his mouth, but 
sometimes he starts snoring 
again soon after I've stopped 
him. 
It is not unusual to have this 
happen three or four times a 
night, particularly if he is 
very tired. 1 hate to keep wak­ 
ing him up, but it is the only 
way I can get any sleep Is 
there any other answer to this 
problem? 


D EAR R E A D E R - Snoring 
occurs with mouth breathing 
and is most common when the 
person is sleeping on his or 
her back Sometimes mouth 
breathing is related to 
obstructions of the nose and 
some of these can be cor­ 
rected 
More often it is a habit I 
read a good suggestion recent­ 
ly that you can try Strap a 
ping pong ball or other object 
to the small of the back or 
tape it in place That will keep 
him off his back and give you 
some sleep 
In some cases the couples 
find it is just better to have 
separate bed rooms so they 
can both get some sleep

P resident for econom ics affairs 
since 1974, took the position that 
governm ent should interfere in 
the economy as little as possible 
“ W e 
think 
o u r 
econom ic 
re c o v e ry 
is 
fro m 
the 
revitalization 
of 
the 
private 
sector and the shrinking of the 
public sector We had to m ake 
the decision a y ear ago to cut 
ta x e s 
an d 
g o v ern m en t 
program s 
T here a re a great 
m any econom ists like W alter 
H eller who said we should have 
m assive governm ent 
spending 
but we decided to cut taxes ... 
and think that is a sounder 
econom ic recovery.’’ 
He went on to say that “ the 
best social program is to have a 
sound, 
productive econom y." 
He reasoned that if the private 
econom y is healthy and the 
consum ers 
are buying, 
then 
m ore jobs are available, there is 
less unem ploym ent 
and less 
inflation, and consequently less 
chance of recession He argued 
that 
the 
governm ent 
“ m ust 
balance 
its 
social 
program s 
against the need for new jobs *’ 
in the private sector 
D r. Alice M Rivlin, director of 
th e 
new ly 
e sta b lish e d 
Congressional 
Budget 
Office, 
rem inded 
the 
audience 
that 
although she is hired by the 


whole Congress and therefore 
serves in a non-partisan role, 
“ th e re 
is 
an 
a lte r n a te 
philosophy" (to S eid m an ’s). She 
defined it as a philosophy in 
which one recognized “ th ere are 
g reat social needs and these 
take m ore federal spending, not 
less,” 
She 
said 
the 
whole 
argum ent breaks down to the 
“ quesUon of the role of gover­ 
n m ent." 
Kivlin and Setdm an enlarged 
their area of disagreem ent when 
they discussed the subject of 
governm ent 
price and 
wage 
controls. 
Although 
neither 
panelist 
favored wage and price controls 
"all the tim e.” Dr. Rivlin ten­ 
tatively approved the use of the 
"stan d b y " controls when "in­ 
flation becom es a danger in the 
A m erican econom y.” 
Seidm an hotly disagreed. "I 
take an exception to standing 
p ric e 
c o n tro ls,” 
he 
sa id 
"N othing is a g reater incentive 
to pushing up wages and prices 
than standing controls." He said 
controls tend to force labor 
unions to ask for the highest 
w ages 
available 
under 
the 
controls. 
Rivlin and Seidm an did agree 
on som e econom ic issues They 
agreed 
that 
the 
A m erican 
economy is well on its w ay out of 
the inflation recession of 1973-74 
They also agreed, on a less 
happy note, that inflation is 
lurking in the wings and that we 
should have, but don't have, a 
balanced budget. 
Som e of the problem s to look 
out for, according to Seidm an, 
a re too little capital form ations, 
wage settlem ents that a re too 
high, and price rises from the oil 
and gas cartels 
Rivlin 
suggested 
th at 
the 
capital goods and investm ent 
m ark ets have not recovered “ as 
m uch as they might " She also 
pointed to the rapidly rising 
interest rates in the past few 
weeks as a bad sign 


Her 
m ain 
point w as 
that 
“ infaltion itself could be the 
g ra v e st 
d a n g e r” 
to 
our 
economy. 
She said the recession had 
taught us a lesson that 
"our 
econom y 
h a s 
b u ilt-in 
in ­ 
flationary tendencies." 
Seidm an 
said 
flatly 
that 
“ inflation 
is 
the 
cause 
of 
recession." Rivlin said only that 
“ there a re tim es when invlation 
is a cause of recession.” She 
gave the rise of oil prices in 1974 
as an exam ple. 
The two econom ists seem ed to 
agree 
th at the problem s of 
unem ploym ent and inflation are 
entwined. In 
response 
to a 
question about the Hum phrey- 
Hawkins bill now before the 
Congress (legislation designed 
to get adult unem ploym ent down 
to 3 per cent four years after it is 
enacted), 
Seidm an 
equated 
passage of the bill with inflation. 
He said 
the bill 
“tries to 
prom ise m ore than we know how 
to deliver ... a guarantee to 
everyone who w ants to work is 
self-defeating.” 
Rivlin also w as cautious about 
the bill She said it would be 
“ re a so n a b le 
if 
w e 
do 
it 
carefully.” But, she w arned, 
“econom ists m ust be hum ble.” 
“ We don’t really know w hat 
the danger point of inflation 
versus unem ploym ent is," she 
said She w arned that the roll 
back in unem ploym ent m ust be 
m ade in w ays that m inim ize the 
inflationary danger. 
Seidm an concluded by asking 
the 
rh e to ric a l 
q u estio n 
of 
w hether it is possible to have full 
em ploym ent without inflation. 
Kivlin adm itted it was a very 
difficult 
problem . 
“ It 
is 
a 
question of balancing risks," she 
said 
“ L.iem ploym ent doesn’t 
just affect the unem ployed, it is 
too easy to say concentrate on 
just inflation

Nursing homes agree on improved procedures 


J E F F E R S O N 
C I T Y - 
Officials of the M issouri N ursing 
Home 
Association 
(MNHA), 
after studying a report issued by 
S tate 
A uditor 
G eorge 
Lehr, 
agree that Division of 
H ealth 
inspection 
procedures 
m ust 
im prove. 
The Association of 200 hom es 
represents approxim ately 15,500 
nursing 
hom e 
beds 
and 
is 
com posed of both proprietary 
and non-profit facilities 
Don 
C. 
B ed ell, 
M NHA 
P re s id e n t, 
re p o rts 
th a t 
Association m em bers have been 
speaking out on m any of the 
sam e problem s noted in the 
Lehr report, but few changes 
have occurred. One such area 
Bedell cites is the sta te ’s failure 
to identify and close unlicensed 
hom es th at provide inadequate 
c are and 
treatm ent or who 
m aintain 
persons 
in 
unsafe 
building areas. " It's when a fire 
breaks out like the one in St. 
Joseph, 
M issouri, 
about 
two 
years 
ago that negative a t­ 
tention and press is unfairly 
focused on the professionally 
operated facilities that already 
m eet safety standards,” Bedell 
said. 
The recom m endation in the 
L ehr report that the work of the 
state inspectors needs to be 
better 
controlled 
and 
coor­ 
dinated is of g reat im portance, 
say Association officials. 
The L ehr audit m ade public 
the fact that som e hom es w ere 
inspected over 15 tim es while a 
few received no inspection at all 
during the year. N ursing hom e 
adm inistrators report that they 
understand the need for good, 
fair surveys a t reasonable in­ 
te rv a ls. 
bu t 
s ta te 
th a t 
h a ra s s m e n t 
should 
not 
be 


perm itted 
Another inconsistency sim ilar 
to the num ber of inspection 
visits is that inspection reports, 
according to the 
L ehr report, 
show cases w here som e hom es 
pass inspections with violations 
th at prevent other hom es in 
other parts of the state from 
passing. 
While problem s of inadequate 
staffing and lim ited funds a re 
voiced by state departm ents, 
L ehr’s findings publicize the 
fact that inspections by different 
agencies are often duplicated. 
F or instance, the Division of 
H ealth and the D epartm ent of 
M ental H ealth separately in­ 
spect and license m any of the 
sam e nursing homes. 
Both agencies check patient 
care, dietary, sanitation, and 
fire safety. The M issouri N ur­ 
sing Home Association strongly 
favors L ehr’s recom m endation 
for 
re c ip ro c a l 
in sp e ctio n 
agreem ents that would save 
personnel tim e and tax dollars 
without loss of effectiveness. 
The Association believes that 
com plaints about nursing hom e 
care should receive a prom pt 
and 
adequate 
review , 
and 
peopre follow-up action should 
be taken. The MNHA P resident 
reports that a P eer Review 
C o m m ittee, 
co m p o sed 
of 
D istric t 
P re s id e n ts , 
is 
in 
operation and stands ready to 
assist in the investigation of 
com plaints 
of 
any 
m em ber 
homes. 
“ P ro fe ssio n a lly 
lic e n se d 
adm inistrators 
a re 
w orking 
hard to provide good care in safe 
en v iro n m en ts 
for 
o ld er 
M is su ria n s,” 
sa y s 
T h o m a s 
Snodgrass, 
the 
association's 
executive director. 


While agreeing in principle 
with 
L eh r’s 
recom m endation 
that nursing hom es not passing 
inspection be denied a license, 
the Association does feel that the 
term “ passing" needs careful 
definition. The current use of 
deficiency reports as a m eans of 
pointing out all areas needing 
im provem ent, m inor as well as 
serious concerns, is inadequate, 
MNHA O fficers say, when used 
in determ ining the licensure 
statu s of the nursing home. Such 
a m ethod m ight result in a good 
nursing hom e losing its license 
due to som e m inor deficiency. 
The S tate Auditor indicated in 
his 
re p o rt 
th a t 
an 
“ in ­ 
dependent" arb itrato r should be 
appointed to preside at any 
nursing 
hom e 
adm inistrative 
hearing. L ehr reports that the 
D irector 
of 
the 
B ureau 
of 
N u rsin g 
H om e 
L ic e n su re , 
fu n ctio n in g 
as 
the 
H e a lth 
D i r e c t o r ’s 
d e s i g n a t e d 
representative, now holds this 
responsibility which places him 
in a conflict of interest position. 
Lehr said, “ the separation of 
the enforcem ent of the judicial 
fu n ctio n 
is 
b a sic 
to 
th e 
dem ocratic 
form 
of govern­ 
m ent." MNHA has supported 
legislation that would insure 
fairly conducted hearings, but 
that legislation failed to pass in 
the general assem bly. 
The M issouri N ursing Hom e 
Association has been active in 
upgrading the quality of se r­ 
vices of people receiving c a re in 
m em ber homes. “ Nurse Aide 
tra in in g 
p ro g ra m s , 
p a tie n t 
activity 
sem inars, 
and 
fire 
safety instruction have been 
developed and are being used,” 
Snodgrass reports The N urse 
Aide certification program is 


receiving national recognition. 
O th er 
s ta ff 
d ev elo p m en t 
rtraining program s are offered 
for M edical Record Clerks and 
Food Service Supervisors. 
An 
advanced 
sem inar 
for 
A ctiv ity 
D ire c to rs 
on 
rem otivation 
techniques 
for
